An untamed coyote was introduced in evi- 
dence yesterday and caused a sensation 
when it was dragged snarling and snapping 
from beneath a bench in Justice Caverly’s 
courtroom. 

The case of Francis against Fitzgibbons 
was called and a constable headed for the 
justice with the coyote in tow. 

“Take it out. What's that got to de with 
the case?” cried Justice Caverly and his 
clerk as they raised a barricade. 

“ That is the evidence,”’ replied the con- 
stable. In the meantime the court had been 
cleared. 

The trouble which led to the appearance 
of the animal in the justice ‘court began 
several weeks ago, when Mra E. Fitzgib- 
bons, a saloonkeeper at 1213 State street, 
saw the coyote on exhibition in the window 
of James Francis’ saloon, 406 State street. 
‘Its antics were attracting a crowd, 

“Why wouldn’t that make a good display 
at my saloon and attract trade to my place,” 
mused Mrs. Fitzgibbons. A few minutes 
later she had made the necessary arrange- 
ments by which the coyote was to be housed 
in her barroom for a ‘* two days’ trial.’’ . 

Patrons of Mrs. Fitzgibbons’ saicon were 
not as appreciative of the charms of the 
animal as were those who sew it at Francis’, 
and she decided not buy it.

Nothing daunted Mr. Cooke embarked itn 
many enterprises. He made money in stocks 
and invested it in a Colorado silver mine, out 
of which he made a million. This he in- 
vested in Montana, Idaho, Oregon, Utah, and 
California. Everything he touched turned 
“to gold and he died probably as wealthy as 
at any time In the height of his career, — 

Jay Cooke was born near Sandusky, O., on 
Aug,10, 1821. He had only acommon schoo! 
education, and almost as a boy he entered 
the Philadelphia banking house of BK, Ww. 
Clark & Co. Later he became a partner and 
finally president of the bank. 

The declining years of his life were spent 
at Ogontz, where in the flush of his career 
he had built a million dollar mansion, His 
later days were spent in quiet-enjoyment of 
life with his children and grandchildren. 
‘His fondness for fishing and hunting and’ 
outdoor life was as strong up to two days 
ago as for many years.

his prerogative to remove Lord Emly’s name 
from the list of deputy HNeutenants and jus- 
tices of the peace in the county of Limerick. 
The only other instance in modern times of | 
a peer having been subjected to measures 
of this kind on the part of the government 
ls that of the late Rossmore, who in- 
curred the anger of government of the 
day in a similar manner. 


Lerd Emly is half French, his mother hav- | 
ding been a daughter of the late comte de 
Montigny, and from her he has inberited a 
chateau and an estate in France, His ap- 
pearance is that rather of a foreigner than 
of a Britisher or Irishman. He is tall, dark, 
and clean shaven, and both in his manner 

n@ speech betrays his largely foreign edu- 
cation. His father was raised to the peerage 
as Lord Emily for valuable services in par- 
Hament and in the administration during a 
quarter of a century, having held in turn the 
offices of postmaster general and of under 
secretary of state for the colonies. . 

It te only fair to Lord Emly to state that 
while hé is extremely unpopular in the house 
of lords and in London society; he ts greatly 
liked by the masses in the south of Ireland: 
‘where he is at the head of an organization 
known as the Land and Labor association. 
He has a beautiful country place on ‘the 
banks of the Shannon, and, thanks to his 
exertions as aamember of the county council, 
-the system ,,of giving the contracts for the 
repair of the roads directly to the laborers 
instead of to the farmers as middlemen was 
established. Limerick is the only county in 
Treland where the system prevails over all 
the roads.. The fight for “ direct labor” was 
a long oné, and to celebrate its victory the 
laborers of the county presented Lord Emly, 
whose patronymic is Monsell, with a mag- 
silver’ mounted blackthorn shilla- 


Lora Beaconsfield occupies to such an ex- 
tent the attention of the public just at pres- 
ent, in connection with the recent appearance 
of his un hed novel, that I wonder that no 
one has thought of quoting his remarkable 
views on the subject of the persecution of the 
religious orders and suppression of monas- 
terles and convents which formed the prin- 

feature of the policy of the now defunct 
ombeés cabinet in France. True, Lord Bea- 
consfield when he delivered himself upon the 
subject had in mind the suppression of the re- 
ligious orders in England at the time of the 
reformation. But his remarks are quite as 
applicable to the modern twentieth century 
persdcution of the religious orders in France. 
* Writing in his novel, entitled “Sybil; or, The 
Two Nations,” a novel which was nothing 
mote nor less than a political and social man- 
ifesto, he strongly championed the cause of 
the religious orders and deplored their per- 
secution, not asa matter ofreligion but from 
the point of view of the welfare of the com- 
monweahh. The monks, he writes, “ were 
easy landlords; their rents were low, and as’ 
they could possess no private property they 
had no object in saving money. They lived, 
received, and expended in common. The 
farmer and the tenent had a deathiess land- 
lord. All was certain. The manor had not 
to dread a change of lords, nor the oaks to 
tremble at the ax of the squandering heir. 
The monks, in short, were always the same, 
in every district a point of refuge for all who 
needed succor, counsel, and protection, a 
body of individuals having no cares of their 
own, with wisdom to guide the inexperienced, 
with wealth to relieve the suffering, and 
often with power to protect the oppressed.”’ 


And then he goes on to say: : 

** People today have not the faintest idea 
of the of England prior to the, 
diasolution of the religious orders. Why, in 
England and Wales alone there were of these 
institutions—I mean monasteries, convents, 
chantries, and great hospitals—considerably 
over 8,000, all of them grand buildings, mahy 
of them of exquisite beauty. There were on 
an average in every county at least twenty 
structures such as this—establishments as 
vast, as magnificent, and as beautiful as your 
Belvoirs and your Chatsworths, your Went- 
worths and your Stowes. Try to imagine the 
effect of thirty or forty Chatsworths in this 


absent. You complain enough now of ab- 
sentees. The monks were never nonresi- 
dents. They expended their revenue among 
those whose labor had produced it. They 
built and planted, as they did everything else, 
for posterity. Their churches were cathe- 
drals, their schools colleges, and their halls 
and libraries the muniment rooms of king- 
doms; their woods and waters, their farms 
and gardens were laid out and disposed on a 
scale and in a spirit that are now extinct. 
They made the country beautiful and the 
people proud of their country.” 

From this {t will be seen that Lord Bea- 
consfield, a cynic in matters 6f creed and re- 
ligion, would as a matter of policy rather 
than faith have strongly disapproved of the 
course adopted by the Combes administra- 
tion in endeavoring to drive the religious 
orders out of the country and to break up the 
monasteries and convents throughout the 
length and breadth of France, converting 
them to other uses less philanthropic as- 
suredly than those of the religious commu- 
nities to which they had belonged. 


’ Gen. Botha, the well known Boer leader, 
‘has just been placed in mourning by the 
death at Pretoria of his father-in-law, Com- 
mandant Cherry Emmet. Like the New 
York Mmmets of the present day, he was 
‘descended from Thomas Addis Emmet, the 
eldér brother of Robert Bmmet, the Irish 
triot, who was executed at Dublin in 1808. 
Thomas Addis Emmet took the United Irish 
oath, boldly in open court, in 1795, while de- 
fending a prisoner, and was thrown into 
rison as a leader of the movement, first in 
iImainham jail at Dublin, and then in Fort 
George, Scotland. After four years of cap- 
tivity he was restored to freedom, but was 
banished and came to the United States, 
where he died as the leader of the New York 
bar a quarter of a century later. 

Three notable names appear as directors 
on the prospectus of a New South African 
gold mine company, which has just been 
launched in London, and in which a consider- 
able amount of French capital is ¢mbarked. 
One of the names is that of Gen. Sir Stanley 
Clarke, the senior equerry of King Edward 
and one of the oldest and most trusted mem- 
bers of his household, who for many years 
filled the office of private secretary to Queen 
Alexandra. Another is “Count” Jacques 
de Waru, whore tithe was conferred upon 

him the other day not by any reigning sov- 
ereign but by the French pretender, the 
duke of Orleans, in recognition of the sery- 
ices of his wife, the former Marquise Hervey 
de St. Denis, to the royalist cause, into which 
she has brought many of the new rich. She 
is a daughter of the late Baron Ward, who 
started life as a Yorkshire stable boy and 
tose to be a baron and prime minister of the

Hofmann Recital. | 

Josef Hofmann was in one of his robust 
| moods at his piano recital last evening in 
Music hall. His audience was not of large 
proportions, but he spared neither muscle nor 
piano in his endeavor to impress. If, how- 
ever, In certain of his climaxes he failed to 
bear in mind the limitations of his instrument 
and asked of it a tonal utterance which it 
could not give without sacrificing beauty and 
purity, he also failed not to give to his listen- 
ers many proofs of his high abilities as ex- 
ecutive and interpretative artist. He is one 
of the most interesting and most satisfying 
of the younger pianists now before the pub- 
lic, and even on an occasion such as last night 
when he evidently is not in his best mood for 
recital giving, he can win attention, charm 
his hearers, and compel their approval. The 
mechanics of his art he has absolutely at nis 
command, and bis performances are invaria- 
bly characterized .by so much of ease and 
surety that the mere technical finish present 
fn them lends them the power to please. But 
aside from the digital and pedal skill dis- 
played there are ever in his: work musicel 
values which are the product of. thorough 
musicianship, artistic temperament, and 
wideawake intelligence, and which make 
technic only the clear, fine medium through 
which a strong, masterful musical person- 
ality is transmitted. Heisa thinking pianist, 
is Hofmann, and everything he does is in- 
teresting. 

He had arra a which began 
‘with the Liszt necription of the Bach G 
minor Prelude and Fugue, which was played 
with delightful clarity in voice leading, and 
with splendid proportioning of the separate 
component parts to each other and to the 
whole, A minuet in antique style by Sgam- 
bati was attractive, and the first group cf 
the program closed with the Chopin B minor 
Sonata, the opening allegro and the final 
presto of which were eloquently delivered, 
virile strength and breadth characterizing 
'the more dramatic moments, and rere tonal 
beauty the more poetic ones. Seven compa- 
sitions by Russian composers added an ele- 
ment of novelty to the program. A “ Sonata 
quasi una fantasia by Medtner proved an 


energetic, positive piece of writing, large in’ 


form and manner and technically exacting. 
Its pronounced Russian flavor lent it piquans 
cy and charm. The Rachmaninoff C sharp 
minor Prelude has long been familiar, but 
Mr. Hofmann loosed in its climax all his 
_pianistic demons and indulged in something 
that was so slightly removed from pounding 
that fine choice of terms would be required 
to describe it otherwisé. “ En Boheme,” by 
Sternberg, is a lyric trifle made pleasing by 
its quaint melodic material and its. neat 
workmanship. Two etudes by Scriabine 
were noticeably in the style which has won 
for their composer the title of the * Russian 
Chopin,”” but both proved effective. .A Ber- 
ceuse by Liadow was interesting and-pleas- 
ing, but the Caprice in A flat by Rubinstein 
had little save brilliancy and the fame of its 
writer to lend it value.

PAVORS NEW BOND ISSUE, 


Stockholders’ Annual Meeting Told 


Several of the Company's Mill« 
Which’ Are Unprofitable Should Be 
Sold or Shut Down—Year’s Volume 


, @f Besinesa Shows Big Decrease— 


Details of Pian Proposed—Raltilway 
Earnings—General Financial News. 


At the annual meeting of the United Box- 
board and Paper company, in Jersey City yea- 
terday, President O, C; Barber recommended 
a reorganization and the issuing of $4,000,000 
of bonds, and also the sale or abandonment 
of several of the company’s mills, which are 
unprofitable to operate. 

President Barber reported that the volume 
of business transacted in 1904, expressed in 
tons, showed a decrease of 33 per cent from 
1908, and that this was due In a great measure 
to shutdown and dead mill expenses. The 
company was sorely in need of working cap- 
ital, he reported. He proposed the issuance 
be of first mortgage 6 per cent gold bonds, 
payable in twenty years, and convertible 
prior to Jan. 1, 1908, into 8 per cent cumula- 
tive preferred or debenture stock. The pro~- 
ceeds, he suggests, should be used as follows: 


To take up the existing mortgage indebtedness of 


the company, amounting to §1,125,000. 
To take up underlying liena, $1,180,850. 


To acquire the stock of the American Strawboard 


company and to secure $250,000 additional work- 
ing capital, about $1,000,000. 


It is proposed that the present stock issue 


be reduced by 50 per cent, which would leave 
the preferred stock at $7,385,729 and the com- 
mon stock at $6,948,216. 


The board of directors was reduced from 


eighteen to twelve, and the following mem- 
bers elected: O. C. Barber, W. M. Graves, 
S. B. Fieming, 8S. Merrill, A. H. Ivins, L. 
A. Wiley, D. McCallay, Charies D. 

J. K. Robinson, BE. R. Stettinius, W. T. Rus- 
sell, and W. A. Holman.
